The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Claims 1-45 and 78 are allowable over the prior art because a method of entropy 
coding of discrete wavelet transform coefficient bits that are arranged in code blocks 
and coded in bitplane order using three coding passes for each bitplane, pre-analyzing 
transform coefficients of a code block in sign-magnitude form to determine statistical 
data about the coefficients, and generating based upon the statistical data, a command 
for arithmetic encoding of a sequence, wherein the sequence comprises a plurality of bit 
and context pairs for the code block, and wherein the command specifies a length of the 
sequence is not found, taught or suggested in the prior art of record.
